GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE 

GA OCT. 9 HEARD TWO SPECIAL ADDRESSES, ONE BY KHMER PRIMIN, WHO 
OUTLINED CASE FOR LEGITIMACY OF GKR AND POINTED OUT SERIOUSNESS 
OF CREDENTIALS CHALLENGE TO GA ITSELF, AND OTHER BY SOMALI 
PRESIDENT, WHO SPOKE BOTH AS HEAD OF STATE AND CURRENT OAU 
CHAIRMAN. IN GENERAL DEBATE, STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY BANGLADESH, 
IRAQ, SRI LANKA, LIBYA, LESOTHO, CHAD AND MALTA. OCT. 10 
GA WILL HEAR FIRST SECY OF CENTRAL COMITE OF POLISH UNITED 
WORKERS PARTY, GIERIK, AND CONCLUDE GENERAL DEBATE WITH 
STATEMENTS BY IRAN, SWAZILAND, CONGO, BHUTAN AND ALGERIA. 

BANGLADESH-FOREIGN MINISTER HOSSAIN DESCRIBED THE PROBLEMS OF 
BANGLADESH AS REPRESENTATIVE OF THE DEVELOPING WORLD IN MICRO- 
COSM. GLOBAL INFLATION. HOSSAIN OBSERVED, IS CREATING 
INTOLERABLE PRESSURE. THE OLD FRAME OF REFERENCE IN WHICH 
NARROW NATIONAL INTERESTS WERE THE BASIS FOR DECISIONS MUST 
BE REPLACED BY A NEW FRAME OF REFERENCE UNDERLINING THE COMMON 
INTEREST, HE SAID. CITING THE ADJACENT SEA AS VITAL TO 
BANGLADESH, HOSSAIN PRAISED THE CARACAS CONFERENCE AS AN 
"AUSPICIOUS BEGINNING" TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A JUST AND 
EQUITABLE LOS. "GLOBAL COOPERATION," HE COMMENTED, "CAN 
ONLY BE REALIZED IN A FRAMEWORK OF ENDURING PEACE BASED ON 
JUSTIVE." HOSSAIN NOTED BANGALEE "SOLIDARITY WITH THE BRAVE 
PEOPLE OF CAMBODIA." "IT IS A SOURCE OF SATISFACTION," 

HE SAID, "THAT THE FIRST PROPOSAL WE HAVE CO-SPONSORED IS 
THAT OF INSERTING THE QUESTION OF PALESTINE ON THE AGENDA." 

HOSSAIN EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR THE DECLARATION OF THE INDIAN 
OCEAN AS A ZONE OF PEACE AND SOUTHEAST ASIA AS A ZONE OF 
PEACE AND NEUTRALITY. HE NOTED, HOWEVER, THAT THESE WILL 
BE MEANINGFUL ONLY IF BASED ON THE CONSENSUS OF ALL REGIONAL 
COUNTRIES AND RESPECTED BY ALL NUCLEAR POWERS. (REPEATED 
INFO DACCA) 

IRAQ-IN A HARD HITTING SPEECH, FONMIN TAQA TOUCHED ON 
A NUMBER OF SUBJECTS, INCLUDING COLONIALISM, KOREA, CYPRUS, 

AND DISARMAMENT. IN BLUNT TERMS HE CRITICIZED THE U.S. FOR 
CONTINUING ITS SUPPORT OF THE LON NOL AND THIEU GOVTS. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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DISCUSSING THE MIDDLE EAST SITUATION, THE FONMIN SPECIFICALLY 
CONDEMNED THE U.S. FOR "ACTING IRRESPONSIBLY" IN PROVIDING 
ARMS, MONEY, AND POLITICAL SUPPORT TO "ZIONIST USURPERS". 

HE ARGUED THAT THE CONTINUATION OF PRESENT U.S. POLICY 
THREATENS THE MAINTENANCE OF PEACE AND SECURITY IN THE AREA. 
TURNING TO THE ISSUE OF OIL PRICES, TAQA CALLED THE REAL 
SITUATION A "CRISIS OF CHEAP ENERGY". DESCRIBING OIL AS A 
PREVIOUSLY UNDERVALUED COMMODITY, HE DENIED THAT THE RECENT 
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RISE IN OIL PRICES HAS BEEN THE CAUSE OF WORLDWIDE INFLATION, 

WHICH, HE SAID, IS A PROBLEM ENDEMIC TO THE CAPITALIST SYSTEM. 

HE CITED THE "INCREDIBLE PROFITS" OF OIL COMPANIES AND HIGH 
TAXES BY IMPORTING GOVTS AS CONTRIBUTING TO THIS CRISIS. 

THE FONMIN THEN ACCUSED THE U.S. OF TRYING TO EXPLOIT THE 
ENERGY CRISIS FOR ITS OWN PURPOSES. IN DISCUSSING THE QUESTION 
OF IRAQ-IRAN RELATIONS, TAQA REITERATED HIS GOVT'S 
WILLINGNESS TO NEGOTIATE THE OUTSTANDING DIFFERENCES BETWEEN 
THE TWO COUNTRIES. 

SOMALIA— IN A SPECIAL ADDRESS, GENERAL MOHAMED SIAD BARRE, 
PRESIDENT OF THE SOMALI SUPREME REVOLUTIONARY COUNCIL, SPOKE TO 
THE UNGA AS BOTH SOMALIA'S HEAD OF STATE AND AS CURRENT 
OAU CHAIRMAN. (IT WAS NOT ALWAYS CLEAR IN WHICH CAPACITY 
HE SPOKE DURING SEVERAL OF HIS MAJOR DECLARATION.) SIAD 
STATED THAT COLONIALISM AND RACISM ARE THE MOST PRESSING 
PROBLEMS FACING BOTH THE UN AND THE OAU. CONGRATULATING 
PORTUGAL FOR "REALIZING THE FUTILITY OF A COLONIAL WAR," 

HE ASSURED LISBON OF AFRICA'S GOODWILL IF DECOLONIZATION 
CONTINUES AS PLANNED. SIAD DECLARED AFRICA'S APPRECIATION 
FOR PORTUGAL'S NEW POLICIES WILL DEPEND ON HOW FAR IT 
FULFILLS ITS OBLIGATIONS, BUT AFRICANS ARE NOT VINDICTIVE. 

THEREFORE, PORTUGAL SHOULD NOT FEAR FOR THE SAFETY OF ITS 
PEOPLE, PROPERTY OR INTERESTS IN "LIBERATED AFRICA." SIAD THANKED 
SCANDINAVIAN, SOCIALIST AND THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES FOR THEIR 
SUPPORT OF AFRICAN LIBERATION. HE DENOUNCED APARTHEID, 

SOUTH AFRICA'S ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OF NAMIBIA, AND THE STUB- 
BORNNESS OF THE RHODESIAN REGIME. HE CALLED FOR SOUTH 
AFRICA'S EXPULSION FROM THE UN, ALSO DEMANDING ECONOMIC 
SANCTIONS AGAINST PRETORIA. SIAD APPEALED DIRECTLY TO THE WESTERN 
POWERS TO USE THEIR INFLUENCE TO LIBERALIZE THE POLICIES OF 
SALISBURY AND PRETORIA. 
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ON NON- AFRICAN MATTERS, SIAD CALLED FOR THE WITHDRAWAL OF 
FOREIGN TROOPS FROM SOUTH KOREA, VIETNAM AND CAMBODIA. 

HE LAMENTED ISRAEL'S CONTINUEDOCCUPATION OF ARAB TERRITORY 
AND EXPRESSED PARTICULAR DISMAY OVER ISRAEL'S PLANS FOR JERUSALEM. 
HE DENOUNCED ISRAELI ATTACKS ON LEBANON AND COMPARED THE 
SUFFERINGS OF THE PALESTINIANS TO THOSE INFLICTED ON THE VICTIMS 
OF NAZISM AND APARTHEID. WITH RESPECT TO CYPRUS, SIAD CALLED 
FOR NEGOTIATIONS UNDER UN AUSPICES WHICH WOULD GUARANTEE THE 
SELF-DETERMINATION OF THE CYPRIOT PEOPLE. HE DECLARED HIS 
SATISFACTION WITH US-SOVIET EFFORTS TO REDUCE TENSIONS, BUT 
LATER, ALLUDING TO A "NATO" BASE IN THE INDIAN OCEAN, 

ASKED "ALL POWERS" WITH BASES THERE TO DISMANTLE THEM. 

HE CALLED UPON THE GREAT POWERS TO ACT WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK 
OF UN PEACEKEEPING MECHANISMS RATHER THAN LEAVE THE SETTLEMENT OF 
PROBLEMS TO UNILATERAL ACTION OR BILATERIAL ARRANGEMENTS. 
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ON ECONOMIC MATTERS, SIAD CALLED FOR REDRESS OF LDC GRIEVANCES 
THROUGH INTERNATIONAL MECHANISMS. HE ADDED, HOWEVER, THAT 
IN THE ABSENCE OF SUCH MECHANISMS, THE FORMATION 
OF PRODUCERS' ASSOCIATIONS IS LOGICAL. SIAD REQUESTED MORE 
GENEROUS AID FOR LDC'S, FREE FROM MILITARY ALLIANCES AND 
UNITED TO PURCHASES IN DONOR COUNTRIES. FOCUSING ON AFRICA, 

SIAD CALLED FOR GREATER INTEGRATION OF THE 

CONTINENT'S ECONOMY. HE SPECIFICALLY NOTED THAT TRANSPORTATION, 
BANKING, TELECOMMUNICATIONS AND POSTAL SERVICES SHOULD BE 
INTEGRATED. SIAD EXPRESSED FEAR THAT THE SAHELIAN DROUGHT 
MAY BE A PERMAENT PHENOMENON AND CALLED FOR LONG-TERM 
PROGRAMS TO MEET THE RELIEF NEEDS OF THE SAHELIAN COUNTRIES. 

IN CLOSING, SIAD ENUMERATED SEVERAL EVILS TO BE ELIMINATED: 
IMPERIALISM, COLONIALISM, NEO-COLONIALISM AND RACISM. 

("ZIONISM" APPEARED IN SIAD'S PRINTED TEXT, BUT HE OMITTED 
IT FROM HIS DELIVERY.) (REPEATED INFO ADDIS ABABA, MOGADISCIO, 
PRETORIA, CAPETOWN)

CAMBODIA - IN A SPECIAL ADDRESS, PRIME MINISTER LONG BORET 
OUTLINED THE CASE FOR THE LEGITIMACY OF THE GKR AND CITED THE 
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REASONS WHY THE CLAIMS OF THE GRUNK ARE SPURIOUS. HE NOTED 
THE SERIOUSNESS OF THE CREDENTIALS CHALLENGE TO THE GA ITSELF, 

POINTING OUT THAT "NEVER HAS A STATE, BECAUSE OF A CHANGE IN 
REGIME, WHICH IS PURELY AN INTERNAL AFFAIR, SEEN ITS REPRESENTA- 
TION DISCUSSED IN THE UN." LONG BORET REMINDED THE GA THAT MANY 
MEMBERS, AMONG THEM CO-SPONSORS AND SUPPORTERS OF THE GRUNK 
RESOLUTION, HAVE BEEN THREATENED WITH "ARMED SUBVERSION THE 
PRINCIPAL LEADERS OF WHICH LIVE OUTSIDE THE COUNTRY." HE NOTED 
THAT WARNINGS OF THE IMPORT OF THIS ISSUE HAD ALREADY BEEN 
SOUNDED BY MANY MEMBERS, ESPECIALLY SOUTHEAST ASIAN NATIONS WHO 
KNOW THE SITUATION BEST. HE OBSERVED THAT ONLY ONE ASIAN POWER 
HAS SIGNED THE GRUNK DRAFT RESOLUTION - CHINA, WHICH IS "THE 
PATRON, FINANCER AND HARBORER OF THE SO-CALLED ROYAL 
GOVERNMENT." THE PRIME MINISTER CALLED ATTENTION TO COMMUNIST 
PERSECUTION OF THE KHMER MOSLEMS AND CALLED THIS TO THE PARTI 
CULAR ATTENTION OF THE MUSLIM STATES. HE SUGGESTED THAT THOSE "WHO 
HAVE BEEN MISLED BY THE MALICIOUS PROPAGANDA OF OUR ADVERSARIES'" 

COULD COME SEE FOR THEMSELVES THE REAL SITUATION, PROMISING 
FREE ACCESS TO ALL GOVERNMENT-CONTROLLED PARTS OF THE COUNTRY. 

HE CHALLENGED THE KHMER COMMUNISTS TO MAKE THE SAME OFFER, NOTING 
THAT SUCH ACCESS HAS NEVER BEEN ALLOWED BY THE COMMUNISTS. 

LONG BORET NOTED THAT THE "SO-CALLED ROYAL GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL 
UNION" IS NEITHER ROYAL NOR UNIFIED. SIHANOUK, HE SAID, IS 
A FIGURE OF THE PAST. HE CONCLUDED BY REASSERTING THE GKR'S 
DESIRE FOR PEACE AND CALLING ON THE UN TO AID IT IN ACHIEVING 
THIS GOAL. (REPEATED INFO PHNOM PENH) 

SRI LANKAR - PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE AMERASINGHE PAID TRIBUTE 
TO THE NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT, WHICH, HE SAID, "HAS SOUGHT 
TO PROVIDE AN ELEMENT OF MODERATION IN INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS." HE 
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WARNED THAT THE NON-ALIGNED MUST BE CAREFUL TO MAINTAIN THEIR 
STAND OF NON-PARTISANSHIP. AMERASINGHE NOTED THAT ONE 
REQUIREMENT FOR PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST IS THE ACKNOWLEDGEMENT 
OF THE SOVEREIGNTY AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF ALL STATES IN 
THE AREA, INCLUDING ISRAEL, AND SPOKE IN FAVOR OF A SEPARATE 
ARAB PALESTINIAN STATE. HE WARNED THAT ISRAEL'S BOUNDARIES COULD 
NOT BE DECIDED UNILATERALLY, BUT ONLY THROUGH NEGOTIATION. HE 
SUGGESTED THAT A JUST SOLUTION TO THE OIL CRISIS MUST RELATE 
OIL REVENUES TO DEVELOPED COUNTRIES’ TECHNOLOGY AND DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES' HUMAN RESOURCES. HE CALLED ON THE GREAT POWERS TO 
"EXCLUDE THE INDIAN OCEAN FROM THEIR POLICY OF COMPETITIVE EXPAN- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SIONOF ARMAMENTS." HOWEVER, HE NOTED THAT PART OF THE RESPON- 
SIBILITY FOR MAKING THE INDIAN OCEAN A ZONE OF PEACE LIES WITH 
THE STATES IN THE REGION, WHICH MUST SETTLE THEIR DISPUTES BY 
PEACEFUL MEANS AND NOT REPEAT THE MISTAKES OF THE GREAT 
POWERS. (REPEATED INFO COLOMBO) 

LIBYA - PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE MAGHUR WELCOMED THE PROCESS 
OF DECOLONIZATION IN AFRICA AND CRITICIZED THE INDUSTRIALIZED 
STATES FOR ATTEMPTING TO MAINTAIN THEIR "IMPERIALISTIC CONTROL" 

IN THE ECONOMIC FIELD. ARGUING THAT THE U.S. HAS "OFFERED ONLY 
DECEIT TO THE PEOPLES STRUGGLING FOR THEIR FREEDOM" AND CONTINUES 
TO SUPPORT AND WORK THROUGH "ZIONIST AGENTS," MAGHUR STATED 
THAT THE ARAB OIL BOYCOTT WAS APPLIED IN RESPONSE TO AN ACT 
OF AGGRESSION. HE CAUTIONED AGAINST ANY MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT 
PROPAGATED BY "SO-CALLED MIRACLE MAKERS" AND STRESSED THAT ANY 
SOLUTION TO THE MIDDLE EAST CRISIS MUST BE INITIATED BY THE 
PALESTINIAN PEOPLE THEMSELVES. HE REITERATED SUPPORT FOR PALESTIN 
IAN REPRESENTATION AT THE UNGA DEBATE ON THE QUESTION OF PALESTINE. 
ON THE ISSUE OF CYPRUS, MAGHUR ARGUED THAT THE PRESENT CRISIS 
IS A BY-PRODUCT OF BRITISH COLONIALISM. HE CALLED FOR AN 
INTERNAL SOLUTION WHICH WOULD LEAVE THE ISLAND FREE OF ALL 
FOREIGN MILITARY BASES. 

LESOTHO - FOREIGN AFFAIRS MINISTER KOTSOKOANE DELIVERED A BRIEF, 

BUT HARD-HITTING SPEECH ON THE PROBLEMS OF AFRICA AND OF THE WORLD S 
SMALL COUNTRIES. HE WELCOMED GREAT-POWER EFFORTS AT DETENTE, 

WHILE EXPRESSING SUSPICION OF AGREEMENTS MADE OUTSIDE THE 
UN FRAMEWORK. "THE INTERESTS OF THE SUPERPOWERS," HE SAID, 

"ARE NOT NECESSARILY THE INTERESTS OF MANKIND," ADDING THAT ONLY 
THE UN CAN SAFEGUARD THE INTERESTS OF SMALL NATIONS. KOTSOKOANE 
ALSO CHARGED THAT THE SUPERPOWERS ARE USING ISRAEL AND SOME ARAB 
STATES AS PAWNS. HE SAID THAT ISRAEL COULD ABANDON OCCUPIED 
TERRITORIES AND RECOGNIZE THE LEGITIMATE RIGHTS OF THE PALES- 
TINIANS WITHOUT RISKING ITS OWN EXISTENCE. KOTSOKOANE CALLED 
FOR NON-INTERFERENCE BY OUTSIDERS IN THE AFFAIRS OF LAOS, 

CAMBODIA, VIETNAM AND KOREA. HE EXPRESSED ANXIETY OVER EVENTS 
IN CYPRUS, CALLING FOR ACCEPTANCE OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL'S JUDGMENT 
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IN SETTLING THE CRISIS. KOTSOKOANE CALLED THE WESTERN ECONOMIC 
SYSTEM A "FRANKENSTEIN MONSTER" WHICH COULD DESTROY EVERYONE 
IF ITS INEQUITIES ARE NOT RESOLVED. HE GAVE SPECIAL ATTENTION 
TO THE LOS CONFERENCE, WELCOMING THE DECISION TO DECLARE THE 
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SEABED THE COMMON HERITAGE OF MANKIND AND HOPING THAT A NEW 
CONVENTION WOULD RECOGNIZE THE RIGHT OF FREE ACCESS TO THE 
SEA FOR LANDLOCKED COUNTRIES. KOTSOKOANE ALSO CALLED FOR 
THE APPLICATION OF TECHNOLOGY TO SOLVE AFRICA'S FOOD SHORTAGES 
AND ENDORSED THE IDEA OF A CONTINENTAL FOOD RESERVE SYSTEM. 
ECHOING THE WORDS OF SOMALI PRESIDENT SIAD, KOTSOKOANE 
ASSERTED THAT AFRICANS ARE NOT VINDICTIVE AND DO NOT WISH TO DRIVE 
THE WHITE MINORITY FROM SOUTHERN AFRICA. HE THEN SAID: WE HAVE 
NEVER BELIEVED IN THE SUPERIORITY OF ONE RACE OVER ANOTHER AND, 

AS CHRISTIANS, WE BELIEVE IN THE WORTH OF THE HUMAN PERSON. 
APARTHEID IS UNACCEPTABLE BECAUSE IT IS BASED ON FEAR AND IS 
THEREFORE UNJUST. IT DEGRADES AND BRUTALIZES BOTH ITS PROTAGONISTS 
AND ITS VICTIMS. WE LIVE CHEEK BY JOWL WITH THE SYSTEM AND 
CANNOT, THEREFORE, BE ACCUSED OF SPEAKING FROM IGNORANCE OR 
MALICE." (REPEATED INFO MASERU) 
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CHAD - FOREIGN AFFAIRS MINISTER DJERAINE DORALTA GAVE 
A BRIEF SPEECH WHICH DEALT WITH THE MIDDLE EAST, CYPRUS, 
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KOREA, COLONIAL AFRICA, AND SOUTHEAST ASIA. HE CALLED 

FOR ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM ARAB TERRITORY AND FOR RECOVERY 

BY THE PALESTINIANS OF THEIR "NATIONAL PATRIMONY." 

HE EXPRESSED HOPE THAT DIALOGUE BETWEEN THE TWO CYPRIOT 
COMMUNITIES WOULD PRODUCE A SOLUTION WHICH WOULD PRESERVE 
THE SOVEREIGNTY AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF CYPRUS. 

DORALTA SAID THAT CHAD RECOGNIZES THE GRUNK AS THE SOLE 
LEGITIMATE REPRESENTATIVE OF CAMBODIA. HE DISCUSSED 
KOREAN REUNIFICATION, USING TERMS AIMED AT SATISFYING 
BOTH PARTIES. HE ALSO CALLED FOR CONTROL OF THE NUCLEAR 
ARMS RACE AND FOR THE REDRESS OF INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
IMBALANCES. DORALTA SAID THAT SPAIN SHOULD FREE SPANISH 
SAHARA IN ACCORDANCE WITH PERTINENT UN RESOLUTIONS, AND IN 
CONSULTATION WITH THE OTHER STATES WHICH HAVE INTERESTS IN 
THE TERRITORY. HE COMMENDED MOROCCO AND MAURITANIA 
FOR THEIR DECISION TO PLACE THE QUSTION OF SPANISH SAHARA 
BEFORE THE ICJ. DORALTA FEARED THAT THE SAHELIAN DROUGHT WOULD 
CONTINUE FOR MANY YEARS AND APPEALED FOR INTERNATIONAL AID 
TO TAP THE UNDERGROUND WATER OF THE REGION AND TO BEGIN A 
PROGRAM OF LAND RECLAMATION AND REFORESTATION. HE ALSO 
DEVOTED A FEW MINUTES TO EXPLAINING THE ROLE OF CHAD'S 
NATIONAL MOVEMENT FOR CULTURAL AND SOCIAL REVOLUTION IN THE 
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POLITICAL AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT OF HIS COUNTRY. (REPEATED 
INFO N'DIAMENA) 

MALTA - DEPUTY PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE RET 1.17,71 
APPLAUDED THE PROCESS OF DETENTE BETWEEN THE U. S. AND THE 
U. S. S. R. DECRYING THE TENDENCY OF 

EUROPEAN NATIONS TO LINK THEIR SECURITY WITH EITHER OF THE 
TWO MILITARY BLOCS, HE CALLED FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF AN 
INDEPENDENT EUROPE AT ACT AS A BUFFER BETWEEN THE TWO 
SUPERPOWERS. WITH THIS IDEA IN MIND, HE WELCOMED THE 
DURO-ARAB DIALOGUE AND HOPED THAT THIS DIALOGUE WOULD 
EVENTUALLY BE EXTENDED TO INCLUDE ALL THE STATES BORDERING 
ON THE MEDITERRANEAN AND THE PERSIAN GULF. DISCUSSING THE 
MIDDLE EAST SITUATION BELLIZZI STRESSED THAT A A RESOLUTIONOF 
THE PALESTINIAN QUESTION MUST PRECEDE A MORE COMPREHENSIVE 
MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT, AND HE RE- AFFIRMED SUPPORT FOR THE 
RESTORATION OF THE "INALIENABLE RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION 
OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE". HE REITERATED SUPPORT FOR A 
NUCLEAR- WEAPON FREE ZONE IN THE MIDDLE EAST AND ONCE

IN OCT 9 MEETING COMITE 2 HEARD STATEMENTS ON ITEM ON OPERATIONAL 
DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES BY REPS OF FINLAND, ECUADOR, 

MAURITIUS, BELGIUM, NETHERLANDS, CHILE, USSR, MEXICO, 

VENEZUELA, UKRAINE, SPAIN, DENMARK, CUBA, CHINA, YUGOSLAVIA, 

MONGOLIA, NORWAY, JORDAN, FRG AND MADAGASCAR. FOLLOWING 
A SHORT TRIBUTE TO FORMER UNDP ADMINISTRATOR PAUL HOFFMAN, 

COMMISSIONER FOR TECHNICAL COOPERATION DJERMAKOYE OPENED 
MEETING WITH GENERAL STATEMENT DESCRIBING HIS BUREAU'S 
WORK. DEBATE CENTERED ON PROGRAM RESOURCES WITH SEVERAL 
LDC'S CRITICIZING PRESENT CRITERIA FOR ALLOCATING DEVELOPMENT 
FUNDS. EKBLOM (FINLAND) SUGGESTED OTHER BETTER-OFF RECIPIENT 
COUNTRIES FOLLOW SPANISH EXAMPLE OF RELINQUISHING PROGRAM 
RESOURCES AND BECOMING NET DONORS. ECUADOR REP STATED THAT 
HER COUNTRY DESPITE OIL EXPORTS IS STILL LDC IN NEED TO 
AID AND CANNOT BECOME NET DONOR, WHILE VENEZUELAN REP 
SAID VENEZUELA WOULD PRESENTLY BECOME NET DONOR BUT 
NEEDED AID FOR PRESENT. USSR REP SAID HIS DEL OPPOSED 
DEVELOPMENT AID TO SAIGON, SEOUL, SANTIAGO, AND TO 
"AGGRESSIVE STATE" OF ISRAEL, A SENTIMENT LATER ECHOED 
BY YKRAINE, CUBA, CHINA AND MONGOLIA. USSR ALSO COMPLAINED 
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THAT ITS UNDP CONTRIBUTION IN ROUBLES WAS ACCUMULATING UNUSED, 

A COMPLAINT CHINA ALSO MADE ABOUT CONTRIBUTION IN CHINESE 
CURRENCY. KOVALEV (USSR) SAID UNDP WAS SUBJUGATED BY IBRD 
WHICH SIPHONED OFF MOST PROFITABLE REQUESTS FOR AID, 

ADDING THAT UNDP WAS DOMINATED BY WEST AND PURCHASED EQUIPMENT, 
GRANTED SUB-CONTRACTS AND HIRED EXPERTS UNFAIRLY. HE SUGGESTED 
THAT MORE SOVIET EXPERTS COULD BE USEFUL TO UNDP.

PRIZE, MADE SHORT STATEMENT PRAISING COMITE'S WORK. MEXICO 
INTRODUCED DRAFT RES (L.2101) "MEASURES TO IMPROVED SITUATION 
OF MIGRANT WORKERS" WHICH CALLS ON ALL STATES TO EXTEND 
TO ALL MIGRANT WORKERS WHO ENTER THEIR COUNTRIES LEGALLY 
OR SURREPTITIOUSLY TREATMENT EQUAL TO THAT PROVIDED BY THE 
RECEIVING STATE FOR ITS NATIONALS..." AND TO PROMOTE ADOPTION 
OF BILATEAL AGREEMENTS TO HELP "REDUCE ILLICIT TRAFFIC 
IN ALIEN WORKERS." (MEXICAN DEL HAS EXPLAINED THAT GOM'S 
PRINCIPAL CONCERN IS WITH CLANDESTINE MEXICAN WORKERS IN US.) 

VOTE EXPECTED OCT 10. 

DRAFT RES ON STATUS OF INTL CONVENTION ON ELIMINATION OF 
ALL FORMS OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION (C.3/L 2105) PROPOSED 
BY EGYPT. FRG, GHANA, SIERRA LEONE, AND YUGOSLAVIA, 

APPEALS TO STATES TO ACCEDE TO CONVENTION ON CONFERENCE 
ON ELIMINATION OF ALL FORMS OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, 

SCHREIBER (SECRETARIAT, DIRECTOR OF DIV. OF HUMAN RIGHTS) 

SAID CONFERENCE MUST TAKE PLACE BEFORE 1978. HE 
SAID DIV OF HUMAN RIGHTS RESOURCES WERE LIMITED AND MUST 
BE USED FOR ENTIRE UN HUMAN RIGHTS PROGRAM, ALTHOUGH TWO 
NEW POSTS HAVE BEEN OBTAINED FOR PROGRAM OF DECADE. 

SPEAKING IN RIGHT OF REPLY BANGLADESH REP SAID LIBERATION 
STRUGGLE OF BD WAS DUE TO SYSTEMATIC DENIAL OF RIGHTS AND 
DETERMINATION OF PEOPLE TO SECURE SUCH RIGHTS, REMINDING 
COMITE THAT PAKISTANI PRIME MIN HAD PUBLICLY APOLOGIZED 
IN JUNE 1974 FOR CRIMES OF PAKISTANI ARMY.

ENAHORO (NIGERIA) URGED PORTUGUESE AUTHORITIES TO DRAW UP 
DEFINITE TIME-TABLE FOR INDEPENDENCE OF REMAINING TERRITORIES, 

STATING THAT LIBERATION MOVEMENTS WOULD NOT LAY DOWN ARMS UNTIL 
DEFINITE PROGRAM EXISTED. ENAHORO ALSO ADVOCATED IMMEDIATE 
NEGOTIATIONS RE ANGOLA WITH MPLA AND FNLA, SAYING THAT 
UNIFICATION OF LIBERATION MOVEMENTS WAS MATTER FOR ANGOLANS 
TO DECIDE AND THAT EXISTENCE OF NUMEROUS LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
SHOULD NOT BE BARRIER TO INDEPENDENCE. NIGERIAN REP EXPRESSED 
CONFIDENCE OAU OR UN ASSISTANCE IN ARRANGING MEANINGFUL 
NEGOTIATIONS WOULD BE AVAILABLE ON PORTUGAL'S REQUEST. 

RABETAFIKA (MADAGASCAR) SAID THAT BECAUSE TWO MAGIC WORDS 
"SELF-DETERMINATION" AND "INDEPENDENCE" HAD BEEN PRONOUNCED 
"WE ARE ASKED TO REMAIN SILENT" AND TO "ABANDON ALL SPIRIT OF 
REVENGE" ABOUT FIVE CENTURIES OF PORTUGUESE COLONIAL RULE. 

MALAGASY REP SAID OAU HAD REJECTED DISUNITY OF ANGOLAN LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS AS REASON FOR DELAYING ANGOLAN INDEPENDENCE, 

ADDING THAT HIS GOVT COULD NOT SUPPORT PORTUGUESE POSITION 
ON ANGOLA. IN STRONG STATEMENT ON REPORTED 1972 MASSACRES 
IN MOZAMBIQUE, RABETAFIKA NOTED THAT PORTUGAL HAD AT FIRST 
DENIED, THEN ACKNOWLEDGED, VERACITY OF MISSIONARIES’ AND 
COMMIS S IONREPORTS , BUT ATTEMPTS BEING MADE BY SOME TO COVER UP 
THESE MASSACRES. PORTUGUESE GOOD INTENTIONS DO NOT ABSOLVE 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR CRIMES FOR WHICH THEY SHOULD BE BROUGHT 
TO JUSTICE. 

BAGBENI (ZAIRE) APPEALED TO ANGOLAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS TO UNITE 
AND FORM COMMON FRONT, ADDING THAT ZAIRE'S POLICY OF "PERMANENT 
AVAILABILITY" WOULD CONTINUE DESPITE CONSTANT BOMBARDMENTS OF 
ZAIRE'S FRONTIER TOWNS. SAM (GHANA) EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER

SYG'S OF PORTUGUESE POLICE AND MILITARY SHOOTING INTO CROWD 
OF UNARMED CAPE VERDEANS CELEBRATING ANNIVERSARY OFGUINEA- 
BISSAU INDEPENDENCE PROCLAMATION, AND CHARGING PORTUGAL WITH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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REAPING FINANCIAL PROFIT AND DRAWING AWAY PAIGC SUPPORT BY 
CHANNELLING EMIGRATION OF CAPE VERDEANS TO OTHER TERRITORIES 
DURING SEVERAL YEARS OF DROUGHT. UGANDAN REP EXPRESSED INDIGNATION 
AT DELAY OF MOZAMBIQUE INDEPENDENCE UNTIL JUNE 1975 AND AT 
PORTUGUESE PROGRAM FOR ANGOLA, SAYING HIS GOVT WOULD RESERVE 
PRAISE FOR PORTUGAL UNTIL ALL TERRITORIES RECEIVED IMMEDIATE 
AND UNCONDITIONAL INDEPENDENCE. TANZANIA REP ALSO EXPRESSED 
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CONCERN AT PAIGC SYG'S REPORT OF SHOOTING INCIDENT IN CAPE 
VERDE ISLANDS, AND WARMED OF DANGER OF CREATION OF ANOTHER 
RHODESIA BY WHITE PARAMILITARY GROUPS IN ANGOLA. (REPEATED INFO

CAPETOWN, PRETORIA, TANANARIVE) 

COMITE 6 - DEFINITION OF AGGRESSION 

COMITE 6 IN OCT 9 MEETING HEARD STATEMENTS ON DRAFT DEFINITION 
OF AGGRESSION FROM REPS OF USSR, SWEDEN, POLAND, ITALY, 

AUSTRIA, SPAIN, BULGARIA, AND IORDAN. SOVIET, POLISH AND 
BULGARIAN REPS PRAISED DRAFT DEFINITION AS BEING PRODUCED IN 
PART BY DETENTE, AND ALL STATED THAT ADOPTION OF DEFINITION 
COULD STRENGTHEN ROLE OF SC AND ALL UN PEACEKEEPING MACHINERY.
